■"^^HEN  one  studies  the  programmes  in  the  Church,  there  comes  an 
'  »^  overwhelming  thought  that  all  is  done  for  the  pei  feeling  of  liie 
Saints.  The  Lord  has  said,  "This  is  My  work  and  My  glory  to  bring  to 
pass  the  immortality  and  eternal  life  of  man."'  (Moses  1:39.  P.  of  Ci.P.) 
When  Satan  tempted  Jesus  and  wanted  Him  to  turn  tne  stones  into  bread, 
these  inspired  words  were  uttered.  "Man  shall  not  live  by  bread  alone, 
but  every  word  that  proceedeth  from  the  Mouth  of  God." 

We  are  spirit  children  of  God  and  within  each  of  us  is  a  yearning  for 
the  things  that  will  make  us  better.  Abraham  was  permitted  to  talk  face  to 
face  with  the  Lord  and  he  left  his  witness  to  the  truth  of  these  questions. 
"Now  the  Lord  had  shown  unto  me,  Abraham  the  intelligences  that  were 
organized  before  the  world  was,  and  among  these  were  many  noble  and 
great  ones.  And  God  saw  these  souls  that  they  were  good,  and  He  stood  in 
the  midst  of  them;  and  He  said.  These  will  I  make  my  rulers,  for  he  stood 
among  those  that  were  spirits,  and  He  said,  Abraham,  thou  art  one  of 
them,  thou  wast  chosen  before  thou  wast  born  .  .  .  We  will  take  of  these 
materials  and  we  will  make  an  earth  whereon  they  may  dwell.  And  we  will 
prove  them  herewith,  to  see  if  they  will  do  all  things  whatsoever  the  Lord 
their  God  shall  command  them  .  .  .  And  they  who  keep  their  first  estate 
shall  be  added  upon,  and  they  who  keep  not  their  first  estate,  shall  not 
have  glory  in  the  same  kingdom  .  .  .  And  they  who  keep  their  second 
estate  shall  have  glory  added  upon  their  heads  forever."  (P.  of  G.P. 
Abraham  3:22,  23,  25  &  26). 

When  Adam  and  Eve  were  driven  from  the  Garden  of  Eden,  com- 
mandments were  given  them  to  offer  sacrifices  unto  God.  After  man> 
days  an  angel  of  the  Lord  appeared  unto  Adam  saying,  "Why  dost  thou 
offer  sacrifices  unto  the  Lord;  and  Adam  said.  I  know  not  save  God  com- 
manded it."  (P.  G.P.  Moses  5:5-6). 

Abraham  the  patriarch  obeyed  God  in  all  things,  (Genesis  22)  and 
was  called  the  father  of  the  faithful.  Time  has  not  changed  this  eternal 
principle  of  obedience.  Obedience  to  God's  laws  brings  spirituality  and 
happiness. 

The  Priesthood  programmes  bring  great  spirituality.  The  Priesthood 
presides  in  the  home  and  in  the  Church.  The  weekly  home  evenings  where 
the  Gospel  is  taught,  where  prayers  are  offered  to  God.  in  fact,  where 
parents  find  a  way,  "To  teach  their  children  to  pray  and  walk  uprightly 
before  the  Lord,"  give  a  new  dimension  and  blessing  to  home  life. 

Then,  too,  the  eternal  family  relationship,  of  Temple  work,  of 
Genealogy  research  bring  further   spirituality   to  living. 

The  auxiliary  organizations  each  have  an  inspired  programme  which 
is  so  planned  to  give  every  member  of  the  Church  an  opportunity  to  grow 
in  the  knowledge  of  God,  and  an  opportunity  to  see  if  they  will  do 
everything  God  has  commanded. 

We  have  the  sure  promise  of  the  Lord  wherein  He  says.  "If  ye  do 
what  I  say.  I  am  bound,  if  ye  do  not  what  I  say,  ye  have  no  promise." 

Obedience  to  God's  laws  brings  spirituality  to  men  and  nations  alike.

"IM^HEN    U)iii)g    people    are    approached    about    their    willingness   to   go 
^'     on   a   mission,   they   should   be   told   the   facts  about   the  jo\   derived 
IVoni  such  service  in  the  C  hurch. 

Nearly  every  missionary  returns  and  reports  that  his  missionary  ser- 
vice was  the  happiest  period  of  his  life.  IJut  none  of  them  say  it  was  the 
easiest  time  of  their  lives.  Why  not? 

Because  the  jov  of  niissionarv  service  comes  in  the  joy  of  accomplish- 
ment, and  accomplishment  is  the  result  of  labour,  sincere,  earnest  labour, 
combined    with   devDtion    and   a    spirit   (if   self-sacrifice   and    self-discipline. 

Occasionally  boys  come  into  the  field  expecting  a  "bed  of  roses. '"  The 
garden  is  there,  without  a  doubt,  and  it  has  all  the  lovely  flowers  people 
love  so  well.  But  prospective  missionaries  should  know  that  not  even  a 
rose  bed  is  made  to  bloom  without  planning,  labour,  dilligence.  and 
devotion. 

Young  people  should  be  taught  that  they  must  work  when  they  enter 
the  field,  and  work  hard.  Missionary  work  is  hard  work.  It  requires  long 
hours,  intense  study,  faith  and  prayer.  It  requires  an  acceptance  of  the 
full  Gospel  plan,  with  complete  obedience  to  it.  It  requires  patience  and 
long-suffering  at   times,  and  forgiveness  and   mercy. 

Young  people  need  to  learn  the  meaning  of  brotherly  love.  They 
must  learn  to  give  and  take,  and  to  get  along  well  with  other  people.  They 
should  know  that  in  the  mission  field  there  is  no  place  for  childish 
selfishness.  When  they  are  called  into  the  field  "they  must  put  away 
childish  things." 

A  willingness  to  sustain  the  leaders  of  the  Church  is  fundamental  to 
the  work.  Are  young  people  willing  to  do  that?  They  should  be  schooled 
in  this  principle  from  their  earliest  childhood.  It  is  an  integral  pari  of  our 
faith  to  accept  and  sustain  our  Church  authorities,  whether  they  be 
bishops,  stake  presidents,  mission  presidents,  or  district  leaders  in  the  field. 

Time  is  all-important  in  missionary  work.  Parents  would  do  well  to 
teach  their  young  people  its  value,  so  that  when  they  reach  the  field,  they 
will  not  fritter  it  away  on  useless  things. 

It  is  important  to  learn  to  study.  A  knowledge  of  our  good  books  is 
essential,  as  well  as  an  understanding  of  how  to  gather  needed  knowledge 
from  them,  how  to  make  useful  notes,  how  to  catalogue  data,  and  how  to 
use  it  appropriately. 

Missionaries  leach  from  the  scriptures.  They  should  become  familiar 
with  them  before  entering  the  field.  Parents  of  young  people  whom  they 
expect  to  send  on  missions  should  have  this  in  mind,  and  make  a  know- 
ledge of  the  scripture  a  part  of  their  education.  It  is  home  study  for 
the  most  part,  although  invaluable  guidance  is  given  in  our  Church 
organizations. 

A  knowledge  of  the  New  Testament  and  the  Book  of  Mormon  is 
especially  to  be  desired.  It  should  be  a  project  of  every  home  to  train 
young  people  in  these  vital  scriptures.  It  is  from  these  books  missionaries 
preach  most.  These  are  their  tools.  They  must  be  skilful  in  their  use.  and 
this  requires  knowledge  as  a  prerequisite. 

And  this  leads  to  faith.  Young  people  should  be  believers.  They  will 
be  if  they  are  properly  taught.  They  deserve  faithful  homes,  where 
parents  and  children  alike  accept  the  teachings  of  Christ,  have  an  intelli- 
gent faith,  and  live  the  principles  of  thai  great  faith. 

The  best  training  ground  in  the  world  for  missionary  service  is  the 
home.  There  parents  may  teach  and  direct  their  young  people  into  paths 
so  much  needed  as  missionary   preparation.

"YTTE  are  grateful  for  the  blessings  of  the  Lord  to  His  Church  in  all  the 
'  '  world,  and  for  the  assurance  of  His  divine  guidance  and  inspiration. 
With  deep  gratitude  we  acknowledge  His  nearness  and  His  goodness.  It  is 
a  source  of  real  encouragement  to  contemplate  the  loyalty  and  energetic 
efforts  of  the  members  of  the  Church  who  are  contributing  of  their  time 
and  their  means  to  building  up  the  Kingdom  of  God  on  earth. 

There  is  a  general  response,  as  the  figures  and  reports  of  the  Church 
indicate,  on  the  part  of  the  people  of  the  Church  everywhere.  The  respon- 
sibilities they  carry,  the  undertakings  that  they  adopt  and  employ  to  raise 
their  share  of  the  cost  of  our  houses  of  worship  are  most  remarkable. 

I  love  life!  I  think  it  is  a  joy  to  live  in  this  age.  Every  morning,  as  I 
view  from  my  window  the  mountains  to  the  East  and  greet  the  sun  as  he 
ushers  in  these  unexcelled  autumn  days.  I  feel  the  joy  and  privilege  of  life, 
and  appreciate  God's  goodness.  I  appreciate  and  realize  the  accomplish- 
ments, to  a  certain  degree,  of  this  wonderful  atomic  age  in  which  we  are 
living.  Scientific  discoveries  of  today  stagger  the  imagination.  Nearly  every 
day  we  read  of  almost  unbelievable  accomplishments. 

The  age  of  the  atom  has  only  begun,  and  no  one  knows  what  exciting 
developments  may  yet  unfold  when  the  atomic  research  now  in  progress  is 
completed.  Its  potential  for  good  far  outweighs  its  potential  for  destruction. 

The  discoveries  and  inventions  of  this  age  are  unequaled  by  any  pre- 
vious period  in  the  world's  history;  discoveries  latent  with  such  potent 
power,  either  for  the  blessings  or  the  destruction  of  human  beings,  as  to 
make  man's  responsibility  in  controlling  them  the  most  gigantic  ever  placed 
in  human  hands. 

Yes,  it  is  a  glorious  age  in  which  we  live,  but  no  thinking  man  will 
doubt  that  this  age  is  fraught  with  limitless  perils,  as  well  as  with  untold 
possibilities.  There  are  causes  for  real  apprehension  over  world  conditions. 
As  we  study  and  learn  of  the  increase  in  crime  and  disrespect  for  law  and 
order  that  exist  right  here  in  our  own  country,  we  become  alarmed. 

Just  the  other  day,  I  read  an  editorial  in  the  Deseret  News  giving  the 
information  that  an  estimated  six  million  Americans  suffer  from  alcoho- 
lism. The  Public  Health  Service  ranks  alcoholism  as  the  fourth  major 
public  health  problem  in  the  United  States.  At  the  moment,  Utah,  fortu- 
nately, contributes  less  than  its  share  to  this  problem.  Contrary  to  what 
many  people  think,  Utah  ranks  forty-sixth  from  the  top  among  the  fifty 
states  in  the  number  of  alcoholics  it  has  in  proportion  to  the  total 
population. 
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I  iiitlicr.  il  IN  ihc  oiiK  sl;iic  ulicrc  prc-ciipita  coiisiinipiu)!!  ol  alcohol. 
.IS  well  as  the  alcoholism  rate,  has  coiisis(cnlly  decreased  (or  several  >cars. 
Let  us  hope  that  Utah  will  not  adopt  the  pri)posed  legislation  for  "liquor 
by  the  drink"  and  thetchy  entice  more  people  to  drink  in  more  ol  the 
time. 

As  the  editorial  points  out.  our  state,  with  our  traditions  and  stan- 
dards, should  he  iloing  just  the  opposite.  Liquor  by  the  drink,  as  a  recent 
study  of  the  experience  in  Iowa  shows,  only  increases  drinking  and  the 
attendant  evils  ol  alcoholism.  Ihc  impaired  morals,  ruined  health,  broken 
homes,  and  increased  traffic  deaths  thai  result  from  drinking  are  well 
known  by  all  of  us. 

It  is  because  of  these  threatening  dangers  that  the  world  should  come 
anchored  in  the  eternal  truths  of  Jesus  Christ,  and  realize  that  there  are 
eternal  verities  in  this  changing  world. 

Dr.  Charles  Foster  Kent,  commenting  upon  the  "chaotic  state  "  of  our 
civilized  world  says: 

"Political  organizations  and  ideals  that  have  both  fortified  and  handicap- 
ped us  have  been  thrown  into  the  discard.  Long  accepted  social  theories 
have  suddenly  been  rejected,  and  new  ones  are  being  adopted.  Man\  of  the 
moral  standards  of  our  Fathers  are  being  set  aside  in  theory  as  well  as  in 
practice.  The  rising  generation  has  no  fear  and  little  respect  for  Elders  .  .  . 
Religious  dogmas,  long  regarded  as  the  corner  stones  of  religion  and  the 
Church,  are  being  disproved,  or  supplanted." 

Efforts  are  being  made  to  deprive  man  of  his  free  agency  —  to  steal 
from  the  individual  his  liberty,  and  we  must  never  forget  that  next  to  life 
itself  free  agency  is  the  greatest  gift  of  God  to  man. 

The  two  most  important  documents  affecting  the  destiny  of  America 
are  the  Declaration  of  Independence  and  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States.  Both  these  inspired,  immortal  papers  relate  primarily  to  the  free- 
dom of  the  individual.  Founded  upon  that  principle  of  free  enterprise 
fostered  by  these  documents,  the  United  States  of  America,  in  less  than 
two  centuries,  has  achieved  a  greatness  that  far  exceeds  that  of  any  other 
country  in  the  world. 

The  deep  concern  of  every  loyal  citizen  regarding  the  threatened  loss 
of  our  freedom  has  been  well  expressed  by  Mr  Fred  G.  Clark,  who  is 
Chairman  of  the  American  Economic  Foundation,  New  York  City.  In 
a  speech  given  over  a  decade  ago,  he  expressed  the  fear  that  the  "code 
of  the  people"  is  replacing  the  "code  of  God." 

His  words  so  impressed  me  that  I  quoted  them  in  an  address  delivered 
in  1952.  He  declared  that  "Something  is  wrong  with  America."  At  this 
high  moment  of  history  when  the  task  of  world  leadership  has  been 
thrust  upon  us.  we  stand  confused,  reluctant,  and  hesitant.  We  are  no 
longer  certain  what  we  stand  for,  and  this,  I  believe,  is  because  we  have 
forgotten  the  circumstances  surrounding  the  birth  of  our  nation    .   .   . 

"For  decades  it  has  been  popular  in  America  for  the  cynical  intellec- 
tuals to  sneer  and  scoff  at  what  we  call  the  traditions  of  Americanism. 

"The  instruments  of  this  sabotage  were  words  and  thoughts — plausible 
half-truths,  sly  appeals  to  that  spark  of  larceny  that  lurks  in  every  heart; 
subtle  suggestions  of  an  atheistic  nature,  and  the  careful  nurturing  of  a 
patronizing  attitude  toward  anything  America  has  held  to  be  fine  and 
sacred. 

"The  people  who  planted  these  words  and  thoughts  may  have  been 
either  stupid  or  vicious,  fools  or  foreign  agents,  smart-alecs  or  smart 
organizers. 

"What  they  were  does  not  now  matter.  The  thing  that  does  matter 
is   to  counteract  what  they  have  done. 

"Everybody  in  every  position  of  leadership  has  to  get  into  this  act 
because  the  damage  has   affected  every  phase  of  our  life. 

'The  places  in  which  this  sabotage  occurred  were  the  schools,  the 
churches,   the   Communist-dominated    labour   halls,   the    lecture    platforms, 
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the  motion  pictures,  the  stage,  the  pages  of  our  newspapers  and  magazines, 
and  the  radio.  Every  means  of  communication  have  been  utilized  against 
us  .  .  . 

"The  man  (or  nation),  who  has  a  plan — a  way  of  life — in  which  he 
believes,  has  mental  security. 

"To  destroy  security,  one  must  destroy  that  man's  faith  in  his  plans.  .  . 

"It  is  a  reliance  on  a  code  of  life  which,  if  held  in  common  with 
one's  fellow  men  brings  peace  of  mind,  deveolps  the  abilities  of  the 
group  .   .   . 

"The  degree  to  which  the  Americans  code  of  life  has  been  weakened 
can  best  be  demonstrated  by  simply  calling  attention  to  the  degree  to  which 
the  foundation  of  that  code  has  been  weakened. 

"That  foundation  (and  of  this  there  cannot  be  the  sightest  shadow 
of  a  doubt)  is  made  up  to  the  Ten  Commandments  and  the  Golden  Rule. 

"Within  this  moral  code,  we  have  a  complete  way  of  life." 

"Acceptance  of  these  precepts  takes  care  of  every  phase  of  human 
life — spiritual,   political,  social,  and   economic    .   .   . 

"America  was  a  nation  of  people  who  had  faith  in  their  political  and 
economic  systems  .  .  .  because  they  had  faith  in  God,  and  had  built  those 
systems  around  the  teachings  of  God. 

'Every  collectivist  from  Karl  Marx  to  the  present  leader  has  agreed 
that  faith  in  God  must  be  destroyed  before  socialism  can  take  over. 

"Therefore,  it  was  obvious  that  the  problem  of  sabotaging  America's 
faith  in  America  was  the  problem  of  transferring  the  people's  faith  in 
God  to  faith  in  the  State. 

"That  thing  called  morality  in  politics,  business,  and  private  contracts, 
had  to  be  broken  down  .  .  . 

"To  an  increasing  extent  the  people  have  come  to  look  upon  morality 
as  an  old-fashioned  superstition. 

'Religion  has  for  many  church  members  become  a  safe  way  of  dying 
rather  than  a  good  way  of  living."  (From  "The  Code  of  the  People  is 
Replacing  the  Code  of  God,"  by  Fred  G.  Clark.) 

We  all  know  that  these  threatening  upsets  in  national  standards  have 
increased  since  that  speech  was  given.  We  know,  also  that  there  has  been 
an  alarming  increase  in  the  abandoning  of  the  ideals  that  constitute  the 
foundation  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  and  of  the  American 
home,  and  you  will  agree  with  me  that  there  is  real  cause  for  apprehen- 
sion. 

At  this  very  moment  while  we  are  here  worshipping,  war  is  raging 
and  blasting  out  the  lives  of  young  men,  old  men,  women,  and  children 
in  Viet  Nam.  The  standards  of  the  home,  even  the  criteria  for  the  rearing 
of  children  have  broken  down. 

J.  William  Hudson,  formerly  Professor  of  Philosophy  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Missouri,  states:  "The  leisure  occupations  of  youth,  always  sympto- 
matic in  my  age,  are  not  only  unguidedly  and  frankly  hedonistic,  but 
have  gone  across  the  borders  of  what  was  once  considered  decorus,  not 
because  of  a  new  and  liberalizing  moral  standard,  as  we  sometimes  pre- 
tended, but  because  of  the  lack  of  any. 

The  popularity  of  certain  recent  dances,  formerly  forbidden  even  in,  the 
"redlight"  districts,  is  typical.  So  is  much  of  our  periodical  reading  matter, 
and  any  number  of  "movie"  plays,  over  the  edge  of  the  decadently  erotic, 
with  a  censorship  that  does  not  censor  because  of  moral  and  financial 
doubt." 

He  also  mentions  the  fact  that  "dishonesty  is  permeating  public  and 
private  life  alike,  tainting  the  administration  of  justice,  tainting  our  legis- 
lative halls,  tainting  the  conduct  of  private  business,  polluting  at  times 
even  the  Church  itself." 

He  goes  on  to  assert  that  "If  there  is  to  be  social  and  political  regene- 
ration in  our  Republic  and  in  the  rest  of  the  world,  it  must  be  by  tremen- 
dous regeneration  of  moral  ideals." 

What  shall  we  do  about  all  this? 
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V\  licii  I'aiil  uas  a  prisoner  in  Konic.  he  sent  a  lelter  Id  I  miolhy. 
saying  in  substance: 

"Preach  the  word;  be  instant  in  seasi)n.  out  of  season;  reprove,  re- 
buke, exhort  with   all   long-suffering  and  doctrine. 

"For  the  time  will  come  when  they  will  not  endure  sound  doctrine; 
but  after  their  own  lusts  shall  they  heap  to  themselves  teachers  having 
itching  ears; 

"And  they  shall  turn  awa\  their  ears  from  the  truth,  and  shall  be 
turned   into  fables."  (UIimolh\   4:2-4) 

It  is  just  as  important  today  as  when  Paul  wrote  that  farewell  message 
to  Timothy  that  officers  and  teachers  and  members  everywhere  "Preach 
the  word;  be  instant  (that  is  to  be  eager,  earnest)  in  season,  and  out  of 
season." 

Today,  in  the  midst  of  the  world's  perplexity,  there  should  be  no 
question  in  the  mind  of  any  true  Latter-day  Saint  as  to  what  we  shall 
preach.  The  answer  is  as  clear  as  the  noon-day  sun  in,  a  cloudless  sky. 

In  the  year  1830.  there  was  given  to  the  people  of  this  island  and  of  the 
world,  a  divine  plan  whereby  individuals  can  find  security  and  peace  of 
mind  and  live  in  harmonious  accord 
with  their  fellow  beings.  In  all  man's 
theories  and  experiments  since  history 
began,  human  intelligence  has  never  de- 
vised a  system  which,  when  applied  to 
the  needs  of  humanity,  can  even  ap- 
proach   this    plan    in    effectiveness. 

In  simple  words,  then,  this  is  the 
Word  which  we  should  preach  — -  the 
Gospel  Plan  of  Salvation. 

The  founders  of  this  great  republic 
had  faith  in  the  economic  and  political 
welfare  of  this  country  because  Ihey  had 
faith  in  God.  Today  it  is  not  uncommon 
to  note  an  apologetic  attitude  on  the 
part  of  men  when  they  refer  to  the  need 
of  God's  governing  in  the  affairs  of  men. 
Indeed,  as  has  already  been  pointed  out. 
success  of  communism  depends  largely 
upon  the  substitution  of  belief  in  God 
by  belief  in  the  supremacy  of  the  state. 

But  I  say  to  you.  preach  in  season  and  out  of  season  belief  in  God 
the  Eternal  Father,  in  His  Son  Jesus  Christ,  and  in  the  Holy  Ghost. 

Proclaim  that  fundamental  in  the  Gospel  Plan  is  the  sacredness  of  the 
individual;  that  God's  work  and  glory  is  "to  bring  to  pass  the  immortalit\ 
and  eternal  life  of  man."  (Moses  1:39). 

Under  this  concept,  it  is  a  great  imposition,  if  indeed  not  a  crime,  for 
any  government,  any  labour  union,  or  any  other  organization  to  deny  a 
man  the  right  to  speak,  to  worship,  and  to  work. 

The  least  child  was  sacred  to  Jesus.  "It  is  not  the  will  of  your  father 
which  is  in  heaven,  that  one  of  these  little  ones  should  perish."  (Mathew 
18:14).  What  would  that  simple  truth  mean  in  this  world?  "Inasmuch  as  ye 
have  done  it  unto  one  of  the  least  of  these  my  brethren,  ye  have  done  it 
unto  me.''  (Mathew  25:40).  And  in  this  modern  day.  He  said,  "Remember 
the  worth  of  souls  is  great."  (Doctrine  and  Covenants  18:10). 

A  proper  conception  of  this  divine  principle  would  change  the  attitude 
of  the  world  to  the  benefit  and  happiness  of  all  human  beings.  It  would 
bring  into  active  operation  the  Golden  Rule:  "Do  unto  others  as  you 
would  have  others  do  unto  you."  What  a  different  world  this  would  be  if 
men  would  accumulate  wealth,  for  example,  not  as  an  end,  but  as  a 
means  of  blessing  human  beings  and  improving  human  relations. 

Declare  the  truth  that  man  has  the  inherent  power  to  do  right  or  to 
do  wrong.  In  this  he  has  his  free  agency,  to  choose  the  right  and  obtain 
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salvation,  or  he  may  choose  to  do  evil  and  commit  abominations. 

Preach  that  the  Plan  of  Salvation  involves  the  belief  that  governments 
were  instituted  of  God  for  the  benefit  of  man.  Man  was  not  born  for  the 
benefit  of  the  State. 

Preach  that  no  government  can  exist  in  peace,  and  1  quote  from  the 
Doctrme  and  Covenants,  "except  such  laws  are  framed  and  held  inviolate 
as  will  secure  to  each  individual  the  free  exercise  of  conscience,  the  right 
and  control  of  property,  and  the  protection  of  life."  (Doctrine  and  Cove- 
nants 134:3). 

Proclaim  the  necessity  of  honesty  and  loyalty,  doing  an  honest  day's 
work  for  an  honest  day's  pay. 

Preach  that  honesty  in  government  is  essential  to  the  perpetuation  and 
stability  of  our  government  as  it  is  necessary  to  the  stability  of  character 
in  the  individual.  "We  believe  in  being  honest,  true,  chaste,  benevolent, 
virtuous,  and  in  doing  good  to  all  men  ...  If  there  is  anything  virtuous, 
lovely,  or  of  good  report,  or  praiseworthy,  we  seek  after  these  things." 
(13th  Article  of  Faith). 

Proclaim  that  God  lives,  and  that  His  Beloved  Son  is  Redeemer  and 
Saviour  of  mankind;  that  He  stands  at  the  Head  of  His  Church  that  bears 
His  name;  that  He  guides  and  inspires  those  who  are  authorized  to  repre- 
sent Him  here  on  earth — authorized  by  the  Priesthood  when  heavenly  mes- 
sengers bestowed  upon  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith  and  others  associated 
with  him,  divine  authority. 

Preach  that  the  responsibility  of  declaring  this  Plan  of  Life,  this  Way 
of  Life,  this  Plan  of  Salvation,  rests  upon  the  entire  membership  of  the 
Church,  but  most  particularly  upon  those  who  have  been  ordained  to  the 
Priesthood  and  who  have  been  called  as  leaders  and  servants  of  the  people. 

These  eternal  verities  are  as  applicable  in  the  year  1966  as  they  were 
when  Jesus  first  promulgated  them,  and  they  will  remain  fundamental  and 
essential  in  man's  progress  and  happiness  as  long  as  life  and  being  last. 

In  the  questioning  day  of  early  boyhood,  1  first  felt  a  kinship  with 
Christ,  our  Lord  and  Saviour.  I  know  His  love  and  His  divine  guidance. 
He  is  the  sinless  Son  of  Man.  "He  is  the  first  and  the  last  and  is  alive 
forevermore."  (See  Revelations  1:18) 

Only  by  obedience  to  His  teachings  can  man  find  happiness  and  peace. 
He  is  a  kind  and  loving  Heavenly  Father  and  is  as  ready  and  eager  today 
as  ever  to  bless  and  to  guide  all  His  children  who  will  sincerely  seek 
Him,  and  I  bear  you  witness  to  that  truth. 

God  help  us  all  to  walk  in  the  Light  as  He  is  in  the  Light,  and  thereby 
avoiding  the  unhappiness,  sinfulness,  and  misery  of  a  misguided  world, 
and  find  joy  and  peace  and  beauteous  life  here  in  this  probation  and  in 
the  life  to  come,  I  humbly  pray  in  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ.  Amen.

As  we  do  His  will  in  this  regard,  we  can  train  our  young  people  to 
carry  on  the  special  work  which  is  committed  to  this  Church:  to  preach 
the  Gospel  to  every  nation,  kindred,  tongue  and  people  —  in  this  the 
hour  of  God's  judgment. 
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THE  MORMON  TABERNACLE 

CHOIR 

"VTERY  shorlly  after  the  Mormon  Pioneers  arrived  in  the  Salt  Lake 
»  City  valley.  President  Brigham  Young  asked  John  Parry,  a  leading 
musician  among  the  Saints,  to  lead  a  church  choir.  There  was  no  taber- 
nacle at  that  time  to  house  the  choir,  but  they  sang  in  many  services  in 
the  bowery,  a  temporary  meeting  place  built  in  1847  by  the  Mormon  Batta- 
lion on  the  Temple  Block.  When  the  famous  domed  tabernacle  was  built 
on  the  same  black,  the  Choir  moved  there  to  sing  and  has  since  become 
known   as   the   Mormon  Tabernacle  Choir. 

For  many  years  the  Choir  restricted  their  singing  to  Utah  and  parti- 
cularly to  the  tabernacle  in  Salt  Lake.  In  1893  the  Choir,  directed  by  Evan 
Stephens,  ventured  out  of  the  home  territory  to  compete  in  the  great 
choral  contest  at  the  World's  Fair  in  Chicago.  Prejudices  were  still  high 
against  the  Church,  especially  in  the  Eastern  United  States,  but  despite 
this,  the  Choir  went  home  with  second  prize.  Both  on  their  way  to  and 
from  Chicago  the  Choir  gave  concerts  in,  the  large  cities  between  Salt 
Lake  City  and  there.  These  concerts  did  a  great  deal  to  sway  prejudices 
against  the  Church. 

Ever  since  then,  the  Tabernacle  Choir  has  been  a  good-will  ambassa- 
dor for  the  Church  to  the  entire  world.  Again  in  1911.  Evan  Stephens  took 
the  Choir  to  sing  in  New  York.  During  this  tour,  they  gave  concerts  at 
some  50  cities  and  were  honoured  with  an  invitation  to  sing  for  the 
President  of  the  United  States  in  Washington  D.C. 

The  Mormon  Tabernacle  Choir  has  sung  for  Presidents  of  the  United 
States  on  several  occasions  after  that.  In  1945  when  President  Franklin  D. 
Roosevelt  died  the  Choir  presented  a  memorial  programme  on  the 
radio,  which  was  named  the  most  outstanding  musical  event  in  radio 
during  that  year.  In  1958  the  Choir  toured  the  eastern  musical  capitals  in 
the  United  Slates  and  Canada  which  ended  with  a  performance  in  the 
White  House  before  President  Dwight  D.  Eisenhower.  More  recently  the 
Choir  was  invited  to  sing  on  the  steps  of  the  Capital  Building  in  Washing- 
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ton  D.C.  for  the  inaguration  of  President  Lyndon  B.  Johnson. 

The  most  extensive  tour  in  the  Choir's  history  brought  it  international 
acclaim.  In  1955  the  Choir,  under  the  direction  of  Richard  P.  Condie.  the 
current  director  of  the  Choir,  made  a  musical  tour  of  Great  Britain, 
Holland,  Denmark,  Germany,  Switzerland  and  France. 

Two  of  the  Choir's  more  recent  succeses  were  the  U.S.  Government- 
sponsored  30  minute,  coloured  motion  picture,  "With  Music  Ring";  and 
the  Columbia  Broadcasting  System's  national  television  release,  "Let 
Freedom  Ring."  The  former  won  honours  in  international  film  competition 
in  Edinburgh,  Scotland,  Seville.  Spain,  and  Vancouver,  British  Columbia. 
The  second  received  the  George  Forster  Peabody  award  as  the  outstanding 
American  public  service  television  broadcast  for  1961. 

On  July  23,  1962,  the  Choir  was  flown  to  Mount  Rushmore,  South 
Dakota,  where  it  was  featured  on  the  inaugural  Telstar  satelite  international 
broadcast.  Thousands  of  people  in  all  parts  of  the  world  saw  and  heard 
the  Choir  sing  in  their  own  homes. 

I>uring  August  1962,  the  Choir  made  a  highly  successful  tour  of  the 
Pacific  Northwest,  singing  before  packed  houses  in  Portland,  Oregon: 
Vancouver,  British  Columbia,  Seatle,  Tacoma,  and  Spokane,  Washington, 
The  special  feature  of  this  tour  was  the  singing  of  two  concerts  at  the 
Seatlle  World's  Fair. 

Recordings  of  hymns,  carols,  choral  masterworks,  and  secular  music 
by  the  Choir  are  among  the  best-selling  releases  on  the  Columbia  Record 
label.  These  include  recordings,  with  Eugene  Ormandy  and  the  Philadel- 
phia Orchestra  of  Handel's  "Messiah",  and  "The  Lord's  Prayer"  album, 
which  won  the  1959  all-American  "Grammy"  award  of  the  U.S.A.  National 
Academy  of  Recording  Arts  and  Sciences  for  a  performance  of  "Battle 
Hymn,  of  the  Republic."  The  single  of  this  song  was  at  the  top  of  many 
of  the  best  seller  "pop"  charts  for  several  weeks. 

In  1929,  the  Choir  started  a  series  of  weekly  nation-wide  radio  pro- 
grammes of  music  which  is  still  running  today.  A  year  later  Richard  L. 
Evans,  currently  a  member  of  the  Quorum  of  Twelve  Apostles  of  the 
Church,  added  the  spoken  word  to  the  programme.  Elder  Evans  and  the 
Choir  very  rarely  rehearse  together  for  the  broadcast.  Elder  Evans  has 
said  that,  "There  is  something  about  a  live  performance,  the  reality  of  it. 
that  brings  out  the  best  everyone  has."  "Music  and  the  Spr-ken  Word."  as 
the  programme  is  called,  is  the  longest  continuously  running  radio  pro- 
gramme in  America. 

"Music  and  the  Spoken  Word"  is  not  only  heard  in  Canada  and  the 
United  States,  but  in  many  other  countries  throughout  the  world.  Through 
the  facilities  of  WNYW,  the  Church-owned  short  wav'e  radio  station  in 
New  York,  southern  Africans  can  listen  to  the  Mormon  Tabernacle  Choir 
and  Richard  L.  Evans  every  Sunday  at  8.30  p.m.  on  21.485  mc. 

Like  every  other  Church  organization,  the  Choir  is  made  up  of 
ordinary  working  people  from  different  walks  of  life.  They  meet  together 
twice  a  week  to  practice,  with  one  regularly  scheduled  programme  every 
Sunday  morning.  And  yet  the  Mormon  Tabernacle  Choir  is  considered 
by  many  to  be  the  best  choir  of  its  size  in  the  world.

(1925-1933).  a  trade  which  assisted  him  materially  in  his  heating  and 
ventilating  profession  which  he  followed.  He  was  manager  of  his  depart- 
ment for  the  Utah  Builders  Supply  from  1934  to  1949.  At  this  time,  he 
organized  his  own  company  which  was  highly  successful,  known  as  the 
Dyer  Distributing  Company.  In  1955  he  disposed  of  his  interests  in  this 
company.  He  has  no  professional  interests  at  the  present  time,  devoting 
all  of  his  time  to  the  Church. 

Always  athletically  minded.  Elder  Dyer  played  high  school  baseball. 
"M"-Men  basketball,  and  at  one  time  bowled  in  major  league  circles. 
Of  late,  he  plays  handball.  At  one  time,  following  his  first  mission,  he 
had  an  opportunity  to  play  professional  baseball,  but  the  offer  was  de- 
clined because  of  Church  responsibilities.

/\N(F:  again,  as  tlic  Christmas  season  draws  near,  our  thoughts  drift 
^'  hack  in  time  a  iew  thousand  ycaf^-  to  the  day  of  the  Saviour's  birth 
in  Bethlehem.  What  a  wonderful  and  important  occasion  it  was.  No  doubt 
it  was  the  greatest  moment  in  history.  Since  the  days  of  the  patriach  Adam, 
the  birth  of  a  Saviour  had  been  predicted,  and  now  these  prophecies  were 
being  fulfilled.  Happy  and  joyous  were  those  who  knew  and  believed. 
Prophecied  signs  preceding  and  accompanying  His  birth  and  life  were 
manifested  in  Jerusalem  to  verify  the  divinity  of  the  Christ.  Born  of  a 
virgin  as  Isaiah  predicted,  overcoming  the  resurrection  as  Job  prophesied, 
and  even  that  vinegar  would  be  offered  to  quench  his  thirst  on  the  cross, 
as  the  Psalmist.  David  wrote.  On  the  night  of  Jesus"  birth,  the  unfamiliar, 
unusually  bright  star  appeared  in  the  East  to  direct  the  path  of  the 
shepherds  to  the  site  of  the  newly  born  Jesus.  But  just  as  the  star  in  the 
East  was  important  to  the  shepherds  tending  their  flocks  in  Jerusalem, 
so  also  were  the  predicted  signs  of  the  Saviour's  birth  oa  the  American 
continents  important  to  the  Nephite  and  Lamanite  people.  These  fulfilled 
signs  in  America  were  soon  to  be  the  cause  for  thousands  to  be  converted 
from  their  wicked  ways  to  the  way  of  Christ. 

"And  they  began  to  know  that  the  Son  of  God  must  shortly 
appear:  .  .  .  they  knew  that  the  prophets  had  testified  of  these 
things  .  .  .  And  it  came  to  pass  that  there  was  no  darkness  in  all 
that  night.  .  .  .  and  they  began  to  fear  because  of  their  iniquity 
and  their  unbelief.  And  it  had  come  to  pass,  yea.  all  things  ,  .  . 
according  to  the  words  of  the  prophets.  And  it  came  to  pass 
also  that  a  new  star  did  appear.  .  .  .  and  from  this  time  forth  the 
more  part  of  the  people  did  believe  and  were  converted  unto  the 
Lord."  (3  Nephi    1:17-22 

What  a  tremendous  effect  the  birth  of  Christ  had  upon  the  lives  of  the 
people  living  in  America  at  that  same  time!  How  strengthening  to  us  are 
these  great  spiritual  and  uplifting  experiences  recorded  in  the  Book  of 
Mormon  which  illustrate  the  reality  of  Christ's  divine  birth.  What  an 
important  message  the  Book  of  Mormon  has  for  the  people  of  the  earth 
today.

As  its  title 
page  announces,  the  principal  purpose  of  the  book  is  ".  .  .  to  the  convincing 
of  the  Jew  and  Gentile  that  Jesus  is  the  Christ,  the  Eternal  God.  manifes- 
ting himself  unto  a'.I  nations." 

The  world  must  be  prepared  for  the  SECOND  coming  of  Christ. 
All  of  the  prophecied  signs  and  events  pertaining  to  the  birth  and  life 
of  the  Saviour  took  place  as  predicted,  and  yet  there  were  still  those  who 
would  not  admit  their  authenticity.

While  the  wise  men  offered 
precious  and  valuable  gifts  to  Jesus  in  his  honour,  we  too  can  give  just 
as  precious  a  gift  to  any  honest  person  seeking  for  truth.  Christmas  affords 
us  a  perfect  opportunity  to  share  the  message  of  Christianity  contained 
in  the  Book  of  Mormon  to  our  dear  ones  whether  family,  relative  or 
friend.

That  Book  of  Mormon  may  spark  the  spirit  of 
truth  within  that  person  enough  to  bring  him  eventually  to  the  greatest 
joy  in  life  .  .  .  REAL  JOY.  The  joy  of  understanding  the  plain  and 
simple  truths  contained  in  the  teachings  of  Jesus.  And  then,  ".  .  .  how 
great  shall  be  your  joy  .  .  ."as  someone  close  to  you  comes  into  the 
Church  because  of  a  small  but  priceless  effort  that  you  made  one 
Christmas. 


PRIESTHOOD  NEWS 

Second  Quorum  of  Elders  hold 
Seminar

"DECENTLY  our  Quorum  held  a  Priesthood  Leadership  Seminar.  The 
-'-^  prime  purpose  of  this  gathering  was  to  pin-point  the  attention  of  the 
Quorum  and  Group  Leadership  on  some  specific  priesthood  problems, 
rather  than  to  spend  time  debating  the  difficulties  facing  us  in  this  great 
work.  The  approach  was  used  whereby  the  solutions  to  our  problems 
received  most  of  our  time  and  attention.  The  main  problems  facing  us 
are  ones  of  "relationship". 

Four  relationships  were  defined.  Firstly,  an  ideal  relationship  between 
the  Quorum  Presidency  and  the  Group  Leadership,  consisting  of  the 
Group  Leader,  his  assistant  and  secretary,  and  the  teacher  of  the  group: 
secondly,  between  the  Branch  Presidency  and  the  Quorum  Leadership, 
which  is  made  up  of  the  Group  Leadership  and  the  Quorum  Presidency: 
Thirdly,  between  the  Group  Leadership  and  the  group  members;  and 
finally  the  relationship  between  the  Quorum  Presidency  and  the  general 
quorum  membership. 

Once  each  ideal  relationship  was  clearly  defined,  discussions  on  how 
we  can  achieve  these  ideal  relationships  in  our  Quorum  followed. 

From  the  many  good  points  raised  during  the  discussion  time,  the 
following  are  a  few. 

There  should  be  a  desire  among  the  Quorum  Leadership  to  share 
mutual  problems,  a  sincere  attempt  should  be  made  to  nurture  the  leader- 
ship potential  of  the  leaders.  The  shepherd  must  improve  first  before 
expecting  improvement  from  the  sheep. 

Much  more  mental  effort  was  needed  to  master  priesthood  problems 
before  the  solutions  would  precipitate.  More  wise  use  of  our  time  before 
and  after  Church  meetings,  would  help  us  to  become  better  acquainted  with 
each  other,  and  in  so  doing,  an  increase  in  love  and  harmony  would  result. 
A  need  to  share  our  faith-promoting  experiences  would  bring  the  group 
leadership  and  the  group  members  closer  together.  Finally,  to  build  an  ideal 
bridge  between  the  Quorum  members  and  their  leaders.  Love,  in  ample 
amounts,  would  soon  dissolve  all  the  ulcers  and  spiritual  disea.ses  be- 
friending the  elders. 
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A  lew  special  itcnis  added  variety  to  the  business  of  the  evening. 
Counsellors  in  the  Quorum  Presidency  pave  brief  inspiring  talks  on  being 
prepared  and  on  fiettinp  and  keeping  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  in  our  work. 
During  the  seminar,  two  groups  had  to  take  the  following  stand:  the  one. 
"Why  (  diMil  want  to  attend  monthly  Quorum  meetings;"  the  other  had  to 
convert  the  "rebels"  to  attend  meetings.  This  proved  very  stimulating 
indeed. 

Though  there  were  short-comings  in  the  planning,  none  proved  severe 
enough  to  dampen  the  wonderful  spirit  of  the  evening.  To  culminate 
ever\  thing,  a  social  was  held  where  both  the  elders  and  their  wonderful 
wives  joined  in  for  fun  and  filling  (of  the  "bread-boxes'").  We  say  "won- 
derful wives"  because  while  the  seminar  was  in  progress  (for  2\  hours), 
they  prepared  pancakes,  waffles,  and  punch  in  the  kitchen. 

Thanks  to  the  co-operation  of  all  who  attended  and  helped  (both  the 
ladies  and  Ihc  priesthood  leaders),  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  was  felt  by  all 
and  everyone  agreed  that  with  God  to  guide  and  uphold  us,  who  was 
there  to  defeat  us  —  no  one  but  ourselves.

T^LDER  Alvin  R.  Dyer  has  been  an  Assistant  to  the  Council  of  the 
-Li  Twelve  Apostles  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints 
since  October  11,  1958.  In  January  of  1962  he  returned  from  Europe, 
where  he  presided  over  the  European  Mission  for  two  years,  with  head- 
quarters at  Frankfurt,  Germany. 

In  April  of  1958  he  was  called,  while  still  serving  as  President  of  the 
Central  States  Mission,  to  be  the  First  Assistant  General  Superintendent 
of  the  Young  Men's  Mutual  Improvement  Association  After  seven  months 
he  relinquished  this  position  to  become  one  of  the  General  Authorities.  He 
had  presided  over  the  Central  States  Mission  since  March  of  1954. 

Elder  Dyer  has  held  many  other  positions  in  the  Church,  extending 
back  to  1924  when  he  returned  from  filling  a  26  months'  mission  in  the 
Eastern  States,  where  he  was  the  Supervising  Elder  of  the  New  York 
District.  He  served  as  the  Superintendent  of  the  Young  Men's  Mutual 
Improvement  Association  in,  the  16th  Ward  of  the  Salt  Lake  Stake,  after 
which  he  was  called  to  be  the  First  Counsellor  in  the  Bishopric  of  the 
15th  Ward  of  the  same  stake,  a  position  held  for  seven  years.  He  subse- 
quently served  for  eight  years  on  two  stake  high  councils,  seven  in  the 
Salt  Lake  Stake  and  one  in  the  Bonneville  Stake,  and  upon  division,  of 
that  ward,  served  as  Second  Counsellor  in  the  Bishopric  of  the  Monument 
Park  Ward  for  three  and  one  half  years  and  then  as  Bishop  of  that  Ward 
for  more  than  five  years. 

One  of  thirteen  children.  Elder  Dyer  was  born  on  January  1,  1903. 
in  Salt  Lake  City  to  Alfred  Robert  and  Harriet  Walsh  Dyer.  In  June  of 
1926.  he  married  May  Elizabeth  Jackson  in  the  Salt  Lake  Temple.  To 
them  have  been  born  two  children  —  Gloria  May  Dyer  Klein  and  Brent 
Rulon.  To  Gloria  have  been  born  two  children  —  Mark  and  David. 

Professionally,  before  assuming  his  responsibilities  as  a  General 
Authority,  Elder  Dyer  was  an  engineer  in  the  heating  and  ventilation  field. 
He  once  held  membership  in  the  American  Society  of  Heating  and  Venti- 
lating Engineers,  serving  during  the  early  part  of  the  war.  He  was  active 
with  the  Exchange  Club,  and  during  his  service  as  president  of  the 
Central  States  Mission,  was  a  member  of  the  Missouri  Historical  Society. 

Elder  Dyer's  education,  beyond  that  of  high  school,  has  been  obtained 
largely  on  a  self-teaching  basis.  He  took  many  correspondence  courses  to 
get  needed  information  for  his  profession.  His  interest  in  history  and  in 
the  great  missionary  programme  has  led  to  the  publication  of  two  books: 
THE  REFINERS  FIRE,  dealing  with  the  history  of  the  Church  in 
Missouri;  and  THE  MEANING  OF  TRUTH,  dealing  with  themes  incident 
to  the  need  for  the  restoration  of  the  Gospel.

/\N  Sunday  morning.  October  16,  1966.  Alma  Wadeson  Donly  was 
^^  sustained  by  800  Transvaal  Church  members  as  the  new  second 
counsellor  in  the  presidency  of  the  South  African  Missioa  at  District 
Conference. 

President  Donly's  new  calling  is  a  result  of  Gerard  P.  Meyer's 
business  transfer  to  Cape  Town  who  was  the  former  second  counsellor. 
President  Meyer  served  as  second  counsellor  for  seven  months  before  his 
release. 

Alma  Donly  is  well-known  to  us  all  as  a  faithful  and  willing  worker 
in  the  Church  in  South  Africa.  He  was  the  first  in  his  famiy  to  be  born 
into  the  Church,  so  he  grew  up  through  the  proper  channels  of  the  priest- 
hood, learning  the  Mormon  way  of  life. 

At  nineteen  years  of  age.  he  was  called  to  serve  a  two  year  mission 
in  South  Africa.  While  serving  as  a  missionary,  he  was  appointed  Super- 
vising Elder  of  the  Cape,  Natal  and  Free  State  Districts.  He  was  honour- 
ably released  in  May  1964  after  fulfilling  a  successful  mission. 

On  May  8,  1965.  another  important  event  took  place  in  President 
Donly's  life.  He  was  married  to  Bessie  de  Wet  at  the  Ramah  Chapel  in 
Johaanesburg  by  the  Transvaal  District  President,  President  Kenneth 
Powrie,  To  Alma  and  Bessie,  marriage  meant  more  than  "till  death  do 
you  part."  Wasting  no  time  after  the  wedding,  they  immediately  flew  to 
London  to  be  sealed  in  the  Temple  there  for  all  eternity. 

On  May  1.  1966  President  Donly  and  his  wife  became  the  proud 
parents  of  their  firstborn  baby  girl,  Michele. 

Since  his  mission.  President  Donly  has  served  as  assistant  to  the 
Mission  MIA  director  and  teacher  of  MIA  and  Sunday  School  classes. 

In  April,  1965  he  was  set  apart  as  the  President  of  the  First  Quorum 
of  Elders  to  be  formed  in  South  Africa  under  the  Direction  of  President 
J.  Golden  Snow,  and  continued  in  that  position,  until  his  new  calling.  He 
and  his  wife  are  still  teaching  the  M-Men  and  Gleaner  class  in  the  Ramah 
I  MIA.  Bessie  has  also  been  set  apart  as  secretary  of  the  Mission  Sunday

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SUBTRACTION 

by  Sterling  W.  Sill 

TT  is  a  very  interesting  fact  that  negative  motivation  is  usually  much 
-^  stronger  as  a  success  factor  than  is  positive  motivation..  For  example, 
suppose  that  you  knew  that  a  burglar  was  planning  to  come  through 
your  back  window  tonight  and  take  the  ."^  dollar  bill  that  you  have  in  your 
pocket.  Most  people  would  sit  up  all  night,  if  it  were  necessary,  to  prevent 
that  from  happening,  but  many  of  those  same  people  would  not  sit  up 
all  night  to  make  5  dollars. 

The  fact  that  people  are  usually  willing  to  work  so  much  harder  to 
prevent  a  loss  than  they  are  to  effect  a  corresponding  gain  has  many 
important  influences  on  our  success.  Nature  uses  negative  motivation  in 
an  effort  to  stimulate  our  development.  That  is,  if  one  fails  to  use  the 
muscles  of  his  arms,  he  knows  that  nature  will  take  the  muscle  away,  and 
therefore,  he  is  induced  to  exercise.  The  mole  did  not  use  his  eyes  and  so 
nature  took  away  his  eyesight. 

If  we  neglect  our  health,  we  lose  our  health.  The  Lord  also  uses  this 
powerful  negative  motivation.  If  we  don't  use  our  abilities  we  lose  them. 
If  we  don't  appreciate  our  blessings,  God  takes  them  away  from  us. 

Anciently  the  people  didn't  honour  the  priesthood  and  so  the  priest- 
hood was  taken  from  the  earth.  Because  those  in  the  days  of  Jesus  didn't 
live  the  gospel,  they  brought  the  "great  apostasy"  and  the  dark  ages  upon 
themselves. 

As  a  kind  of  text  for  this  idea  I  would  like  to  read  to  you  from  an 
ancient  American  scripture  in  which  the  Prophet  Nephi  says,  "Yea,  and 
we  may  see  that  at  the  very  time  when  God  doth  prosper  his  people  in  the 
increase  of  their  fields,  their  flocks,  and  their  herds,  and  in  gold,  and  in 
silver,  and  in  all  manner  of  precious  things  .  .  .;  sparing  their  lives,  and 
delivering  them  out  of  the  hands  of  their  enemies;  softening  the  hearts  of 
their  enemies,  that  they  should  not  declare  wars  against  them;  yea,  and  in 
fine,  doing  all  things  for  the  welfare  and  happiness  of  his  people;  yea. 
then  is  the  time  that  they  do"  .  .  .  what?  That  is.  when  God  pours  out 
his  blessings  upon  us  what  do  we  do? 

One  would  naturally  suppose  that  we  would  respond  in  mind.  That  we 
would  be  obedient,  grateful  and  faithful.  But  that  is  not  always  what 
happens.  We  sometimes  respond  to  our  blessings  by  becoming  arrogant 
and  proud  and  turning  away  from  God.  Our  unheard-of  blessings  of  the 
present  day  seem  to  have  stimulated  in  us  a  sharp  upturn  in  our  crime 
and  delinquency  rate. 

The  ancient  prophet  gave  expression,  to  this  strange  phenomenon  by 
saying,  "Yea.  then  is  the  time  that  they  do  harden  their  hearts  and  do 
forget  the  Lord  their  God,  and  do  trample  under  their  feet  the  Holv 
One  of  Israel.'' 

He  said,  "And  thus  we  see,  that  except  the  Lord  doth  chasten  his 
people  with  many  afflictions,  yea,  except  he  doth  visit  them  with  death 
and  with  terror,  and  with  famine  and  with  all  manner  of  pestilence,  they 
will  not  remem.ber  him."  (Hel.  12:2-3). 

Because  we  so  often  turn  away  from  him  when  he  blesses  us,  the  only 
option  he  has  left  is  to  take  our  blessings  away  in  order  to  induce  us  to 
return  to  him.  And  I  would  like  to  follow  a  similar  procedure  in  your  ima- 
gination. That  is,  instead  of  talking  to  you  about  gaining  additional  benefits 
for  your  lives,  I  would  like  to  mentally  take  away  those  that  you  already 
have.  This  with  the  hope  that  it  may  arouse  your  resistance  that  you  will 
not  lose  them  actually. 
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I  umiki  like  to  illustrate  this  idea  h\  retelling  Hdward  Everett  Hale's 
jircat  revolutionary  war  story  entitled  "A  Man  Without  A  Country. "  You 
may  remember  that  Philip  Nolan  was  a  fine  \ounp  officer  in  the  American 
arnn,  but  in  a  moment  of  thoughtlessness  and  anger  said.  "I  wish  I  ma\ 
never  hear  the  name  of  the  United  Slates  again."  And  that  became  his 
punishment. 

He  was  put  aboard  an  outgoing  ship  and  from  that  day  until  the  day 
of  his  death,  he  was  never  allowed  to  come  into  an  American,  port  or  ever 
to  hear  the  name  of  his  country  spoken  again  until  on  the  day  of  his 
death.  Then  he  said  to  those  who  sat  about  his  cot.  "Bury  me  in  the  sea. 
It  has  been  my  home  and  I  love  it.  But  wont  someone  erect  a  stone  in  m\ 
memory  at  Fort  Adams  or  Orleans.  Say  on.  it.  'In  memory  of  Philip  Nolan. 
He  loved  his  country  as  no  other  man  ever  loved  her.  but  no  one  deserves 
less  at  her  hands."  '" 

Philip  Nolan  said  that  he  loved  his  country  more  than  anyone  had 
ever  loved  his  country,  and  yet  he  had  to  lose  his  country  in  order  to 
gain  that  appreciation. 

It's  a  pretty  big  price  to  pay  when  we  have  to  lose  the  things  we  love 
before  we  can  understand  their  value.  Because  of  thoughtlessness  Philip 
Nolan  became  a  man  without  an  education,  or  a  man  without  a  character, 
or  a  man  without  a  family,  or  a  man  without  a  God. 

Therefore,  suppose  that  in  imagination,  we  take  away  your  faith. 
Have  you  ever  studied  the  life  of  someone  who  has  lost  his  faith.  Or 
suppose  that  we  take  away  your  honesty,  your  industry,  your  courage,  and 
your  morality. 

The  ancient  Greeks  used  to  take  a  group  of  their  young  men  and  get 
them  drunk  to  inoculate  others  against  ever  getting  into  that  situation.  Or 
if  you  were  asked  to  pay  for  your  blessings  at  a  price  that  you  yourself 
would  set  once  they  were  lost,  how  long  would  your  money  last?  Someone 
once  wrote  this  idea  up  in  verse  under  the  title  of  "Bankrupt"  which  I 
would  like  to  share  with  you.  The  author  says: 

One  midnight  clear  in  starlight  still. 

I  dreamed  that  I  received  this  bill. 

Five  thousand  breathless  dawns,  all   new. 

Five  thousand  roses  wet  with  dew. 

Ten    thousand    snowflakes   served    ice   cold. 

Five  thousand  sunsets  wrapped  in  gold. 

Five  quiet  friends,   one  baby's  love. 

A  mad  white  sea  with  stars  above. 

A  hundred  music-haunted  dreams 

Of  winding  roads  and  drowsing  streams. 

A  June  night  in  a  quiet  wood, 

A  heart  that  loved  anxJ  understood. 

I  wondered  when  I  waked  at  day 

How  in  God's  name  could  I  ever  pa\. 

One  of  our  greatest  blessings  is  that  we  may  have  all  of  the  most 
worthwhile  benefits  of  life  without  any  charge,  providing  only  that  we 
develop  and  continually  use  them. 

May  God  help  us  to  appreciate  our  blessings  enough  that  we  will  not 
lose  them.  I  humbly  pray  in  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ,  Amen.
